HOPE NOT YET ABANDONED. 



Uv I'Tprrts fo Mnku Audtlier Effort to 
Uaiich the I'ole lu 1803- The Scleutlttc 
Mm of thm FMTty MmOm Jtmnf ObMWs- 
tloni In Oeologjr Mid MAtanU Hlatory— A 

Struggle With the loe. ' 

Tromsok, Norway, Aug. 17.— (Copy- 
rigbtod, 1894, by tbe Aaaociatcd Press. )— 
Walter Wellman, with the crew of th« 
onubed tteamer RagnT»ld Zarl, arrived 
here Wednesday by the flahing yacht 
Bemtlne, Csptaln Johneen, from North 
Bpitzbergen. All tbe memben of the 
party are well. Discnssiug tbe failure 
of his expedition to reach the pole, Mr. 
Wellniau .said to a representatlTe of tlie 
AsBotiated Prt!ss: "After the loss of tbe 
KaKUvald Jarl uiid the cousoauftnt 
brpalviuii; up of my liuc of retroat I was 
foiiipelleii U) modify my i)liiU3 for the 
bumiucr'a work and mak(! suro of being 
able to return to the coast of Spitzb»'r- 
oai'lii-r than int^ndod, thou>;li the 
i ipeditiou rta( h« (i within tv few inih-s 
of thf tilst purallol ou May 12,11 days 
from Tromsoe. 

♦JThe it'iisoii had then chanecd to the 
MHpl^tr^iiir N'nrth of tin.' Scvoii isl- 
JBoSTsltnatod at the extronio nortli of 
Spitzberiren ii.s far as wo could see, were 
mMses of heavy, uubvokt ii ice, which 
ftppeared absoluti'ly impass.iblc. 

"The expt'diiion then turned its face 
east, alouK me northeast land, ajid 
thon{<h the nortli< ast ^uWa quickly 
broke up the ice which had promised to 
aft'ord smooth and easy truvt-Iing, the 
whole northeii.st laud wiw explored. 

"The seientilic meu of the party made 
maay observations iu geology and nat- 
ural history. Professor Oweu B. French 
of the coast and geodetic survey, Wash- 
ington, aoctirately surveyed a large port 
of the coast. 

"▲moDg the points added to the map 
tjTirtMot the disooTerles made dur- 
ing Ibis swrvey are Cape Crresbani, 
Wnitaey, Armotu: and Scutt and Walsh 
idand. Only July I, with the seven 
men and an alnminnm boat I started to 
force my wav over the pack ice. But I 
was loompelled, after several days of 
frighUnl struggle with the ioe, to give 
np the attempt. 

"On Jnly 4 I started to return to 
Walden island, crossing Dove bay. We 
were all compelled for boors to wade 
through water waist high. The screw- 
ing of the paok ice threatened todeatroy 
the boats and sledges, bnt though they 
were subjected to tbe hardest usage, the 
alominum boats came through nnin- 
jnred. Had it not been for the protec- 
tion afforded tbe stores bv the water- 
tight cases, progress would have been 
imiK>ssiblu in pack ic« where men and 
nkdges were half the time in th* water 
and half the time on the ice. 

"Crussiug Dove bay, Altme, the 
meteorologist of the party, broke a bone 
of hiri right leg and had to be 'tarried in 
the boats to WaUieu island, whioh was 
reached cu July ^'■i. We waited a fort- 
night in vain tor open water, and on 
▲ng. 4 decided to pusii through the ice. 

"The attenipt, which was a most 
dangerous one, was wholly successful, 
and our four boats reached Low iailau(l 
on Aug. 6, where we sighted the Bern 
tine. Eventually we hired hor to con- 
vey our i)arty to Tromsoe. We sailed 
from Low island on Aug. 7, and reached 
Dunes island on Aug. 8. There we 
took off Professor Oyen. the geok)gist, 
and Hy«rdahl, the skiruuuer and 
sportsman from the University of duris- 
tiania and the storaa which chij were 
gnarding for us. 

"Though we were rmable to get as fiu- 
noVth as we hoped in 1894 ou account 
of the loss of our steamer, etc., and ' he 
bad nature of the season, I am deter- 
mined to try the BpiudbMgeii voate 
again in 1805." 

NO T SETTL ED. 

Touagstown ktMctmr Mtrike Ittll ea aad 

Liable to Rcuiain So, 
YOLNUSTowN, O., Aug. 17. — The 
street railway strike, if possible, i.s far- 
ther from settlement than ever. The 
men have placed Mieir interests in the 
hands of the Mahoning Valley Trades 
union, inst organized, whioh refuses to 
allow toe circuit indges to pass upon 
the trouble while the company signifies 
ite willingness for them to take up the 
matter. 

His plan to acUost their differences 
was adopted at a largely attended meet- 
ing of the merchants of the city who 
pledged themselves to inoteot and sup 
port the side which agreed to their 
scheme. The trades union offers to call 
in the state board of arbitration. The 
company will accept no outside opinions, 
•zoepting from the circuit judge. 

lAoklng For Swlndlen, 

Chicaqo, Aug. 17.— A royal Gtarman 

warrant arrived here yestwdw for the 
arrest of a gang of expert swindlers who 

have been working European cities and 
who are thought to be hiding in Chi- 
cago. The warrant calls for the arrest 
of seven well dressed and higlUy edu- 
cated meu, mostly Americans, whoss 
names are given as follows: George 
(hay, Henry S. Fmtuu, Heury Morrw, 
atuuley Brown, William Thomas, Hurst 
(given nanie unknown) and Thomas 
Butler. The men are said to have 
traveled in uiuguificent style and ivaimd 
a rich harvest by means of bogus letters 
of credit.

GOVERNOR WAITE'S PLATFORM. 



Aa Op«a letter WritUn to thm PopulUt 
Partjr mt Oolorad*. 

Denver, Aug. 17.— Governor Waite 

has written an open letter to the Popu- 
list party of (.'olor.ulo, iu which he 
strongly opposes fusion with the Demo- 
crats. Ill conclusion he says: 

"I have oadoavorod, to the best of my 
ability, to run the affairs of the state in 
the interest of the miners and laboring 
men, and so far a.s 1 could, have stepped 
upon the aristocratic thieves and rob- 
bers who have stolen the state poor in 
previous administrations and even de- 
frauded the .school children of the state 
of nearly !it.')00,(KX). If we can not, 
after two years, and after carrying the 
^itat<^ succeeded again on our own plat- 
form and with our own men, and vrith- 
ont looking for support outside the 
party organization, then People's party 
u premature and the Ameiiean pet^e 
an not yet ready for reform. " 

Pittibnrger* CInIm IiidlKnnpollii. 
PiTTSBLHO, Aug. 17. — A number of 
Pittsburgors of good social and business 
standing are about to lay claim to a 
large section of ^ndianapolis. Their 
claim is that 120 acres of land, on which 
now stands Indiana's capital building, 
the post ofBoe, courthouse, large busi- 
ness plodn and several fashionable club- 
houses, was pre-empted in 1880 by Rich- 
ard Bishop, but was allowed to slip 
from him through neglect. The land 
alone Is said to be worth |8,000,000, and 
Bishop's heirs think they can convince 
the present occupants that it will bo 
wise to oempronuae, rather than go to 
law. 

Kill«d br • Train. 

Delaware, C, Aug. 17.— The little 
10-year-old sou of W. H. Hults, while 
standing on the Big Four tracks at West 
B«rlin, five mile* south of this dty, in 
company with bis brother, watching the 
Columbus, Sandusky Short Line passen- 
ger going south, wmoh runs pontllel to 
the Big Four to Cdumlras, was struck 
by the northbound express ou the Biv 
Four and instantly killed. It is claimed 
by the passengers that the little brotiu-is 
were not warned by any whistle or sig- 
nal. 



To 0«t Rid of OMcMMikera. 

Wabhinoton, Aug. 17.— Representa- 
tive Bailey of Texas desires to rid con- 
gress of aU complicity in offlceseeking. 
Yesterday he introduced the followiug 
bill. "Tnat from and after the pa.4sage 
of this act no senator or representative 
iu congress shall directly or indirectly 
solicit uv n>commend the appointment 
of any iHtr.->ou to any office under the 
United States. Provided that this act 
shall not be construed to apply to the 
ofltoee of the house or the senate."

(,'Mi( A<j(i, Aug. 17. — George W. Love 
joy, an ex-employe of tne Chicago 
Kock Island and Pacific road, was the 
first witness called b«!fore the board of 
labor oommisbioiiers. Mr. Lovejoy 
testiflcd that the Koi k I.sland roud re- 
fused "to tell liim on .Uino ti wli""i<'r liL' 
was disi liarged or nut, but simiily re 
fu.sed to give him work. The K'. 'k Isl- 
and lo.irt, he .stated, had adol.ttd a 
policy of throwing oaf of wcjik all mem- 
bers of thi.- American Railway union. 

Mr. Lovejuy stated he lust his posi- 
tion becai:.-,e he came to ( liicago as a 
delegate of the American Railway 
union. The i^mjiloyes of the road .it 
La Salle then aiiiioiiii.-d a gri. vaiice 
comiiiiitee, whioh called on the olhc'crt 
of till? roi.d and demanded tiio reinstate- 
ment of Lovejoy. The oftii ials refu.se<l 
to consider tliu communication and a 
general strike was declared. This wa-i 
till' beginning of the strike on the iiock 
Island. Mr. lioveidv ma>le an as-errion 
that lue Rock i>,,i:id uliici.ils declared 
no union man .-iiwidii ever work tor the 
Rock Island road at L,i JSalle again. 

When a.slced by C'ummissioner Wright 
his solution of tlie strike problem, Mr. 
Lovejoy said he thought the govern- 
mout owiiei>hip of railroads would 
Bo've the problem satisfactorily. As 
reusoiis for this opinion, he gave the be- 
lief that the employes would Iw better 
treated by the governineut than by tho 
railroad managers, and that they would 
have their grievances examined into and 
attended to, which was nut the case 
now. 

"How would 7ou.^ avoid the loss of 
places that might enlue from a change 
of tho political party in power?*' 

"By appUcation of tne civil service 
rules." 

This witness was in favor of the gov- 
erumeui's "keeping hands off," as iie 
expressud it, whenever a strike was oa. 
He did not believe warefare would re 
salt from such a state of affairs. 

Mr. Lovejoy was in favor of arbitra- 
tion, rather than strikes without it, but 
did not think the solution of the problem 
lay iu arbitration. 

"Is it not true," asked Mr. K(rn in, 
"that the greatest diiflculty wnit^h luuor- 
ing meu are under is the difHculty they 
have iu getting a hearing before tiie men 
iu charge of railroads?" 

"Yes, sir. I believe strikes ct)uld \m 
almost entirely averted by arbitration, 
if it could be had, but the roiids will not 
listen to the grievances of the men. ' 

"Do you believe strikes are of any 
benefit where they are lost ':" 

Mr. Lovejoy thought they were. He 
believed tho I'ulliuan strike and the 
hubsequent railroad strike were of great 
beneht, tliougli lost b< ( au.se, as h,' as- 
serted, they showed the laboring men 
the necessity for organization and tie/ 
futility of trusting to the old railro.id 
orgauizatiuns. 

, Mr. Kcrnan then adopted a line of 
questioning, tending to bring out an 
admission from tlie witness that tho 
labor unions sliuuld take more stringent 
measures to keep their men from com- 
mitting violence. .Air. Lovejoy admit- 
ted that such should be the case and 
that public sympathy, when it was >li- 
verted from the strikers, was diverted 
only because of rioting. 

Sylvester Kelilier, secretary of tho 
American Railway union, was next put 
ou the stand. He was asked and agre('d 
to furnish certain documentary evidence 
bearing on the strike which the com- 
mittee's commission desired to examine. 
Mr. Keliher then enumerated the causes 
of the strike and the ctevumatances at- 
tending it. 

He told at length of the firnitless ef- 
forts of the American Railway union 
and the Pullman employes to induce tiie 
Pullman company to arbitrate; also of 
tbe efforts of citizens and put of tbe 
pross to secure better wagea for the ex- 
emploves of Pullman. Mr. Kelilior 
thought the best way to prevent strikes 
on rulxoade would be to have the gov- 
ernment own and control thevanous 
lines. He did not think evil oouse- 

Snencee would result frcon such owner- 
liip. In case the government owner- 
ship of railroads shoidd not prove feasi- 
ble, he believed oomptdsory arbitration 
the next best way to settle difflcalti(>s. 
In such oases both parties to the arbi 
tration, he thought, shotdd bind them- 
selves to submit to the decree of the ar- 
bitration. 

Judge Worthington's line of question- 
ing on this point seemed to indicate 
that ho favors comjielliug employes to 
submit to a -jumpetent board of arbitra- 
tion in labor difficulties. The witues.s 
was not quite cleiu" as to how a decree 
against employers in a matter of arbitra- 
tion could be enforced; believed it could 
be done as lasilyas men could be en- 
joined from working by the courts. 
, U. li. R.iy of Chicago told about the 
strike on the Ri.rk Island road and tlie 
condition which i xisied at Rock Island. 
He declared he was pi reniptorily dis- 
charged by the Rock Island maiiage- 
nii'iit because- of his alletred alhliation 
with the Am< ricau Ri ilway union, al- 
though he was not a member of that or- 
ganisation. He stated that the road 
kept a blacklist of men who had been 
discharged ov various roods. Mr. Roy 
thought arbitration the only SOlUtlon Of 
thi^ strike trouble. 

Miss Jennie Curtis, president of the 
Girls' union at Pullman, testified. Her 
father had been in the employ of the 
{niilffioa compfuiy. for 16 years nqiil 



siiortly before his death last' year. He 
was (leliu<iuent in his rent to the 
amount of Tlie company com- 

pelled her to .issunie the debt and sign 
a contract to p.iy it out of her wages at 
the rate of a week. Home wc' ks she 
had so little left from her wages that 
she could not pay board. In 161»y the 
company was paying tlie girls ■i'i i 
cents an hour for Miwing, and the poor- 
•••■t seaiusiri -s earnod $1 "lO a tiaj' be- 
t'Te the srrikr the b«st of tliem had got 
iiMV. M n, ;our SO ■ en's a day. while the 
pooii r U' I dlcwomi 11 could make only 

40 to ".O '•.■lltr.. 

Throdoie l{liodc, repre-ciiting the 
Ii.iiutirs' dei)artmeut, followed .Miss 
Curtis. H" had worked for tho com- 
jiany i V years and liad been graduallv 
cut down until he could not make ijfl 2j 
a (l.iy. Tlie toreman aliUsed the ua-n 
iiLid the luauagijiu nt esptrinieuttU with 
the material.^ until piece workoi-s could 
make nothing. Ho had not applied for 
work since the strike, because uie com- 
pany compelled evenr man to surrender 
his cord of lueinberthlp in the railway 
union and sign an agreement to have 
nothing to do with any labor organiza- 
tion for Ave years. 

R. W. Combes of tho freightcar 
shops had been in the employ of tho 
company for 10 years. Where men in 
that department were able to earn $3.2') 
a day, piece work, they were not able to 
make more than 08 cents a day in March 
of this year. Between 1888 and mi 
tliero hod been no reductions, bnt in No- 
vember of 1808 came a cut that made a 
ditterence of 18 in a freightciu" to the 
men who bnilt it, and 1^=6 of this fell on 
tho car carpenter. The winie s said he 
had ^a.oO left from his Ft brur.ry wages 
utter he had paid bis rent, and with the 
•t^:; "lU he was expected to support a wife 
and two children.

Tbe Wonderful Caves of Ollgo-Nunk 
in Garter County.

Oonoemlng tbe newly diaooveied caves 
of oii^'o-Nunk, the dndnnati nmee 
Star of July 2l8t aaya : 

"The newly dleoovered caves In Cnrtor 
Connty, Kentucky, are being explored 
by a party of mountaineers every day 
and each day brings new wonders. Al- 
ready eleven noilee of caverns have been 
explored and dark crevasses lead to un- 
known depths below. The extent of the 
windings, therefore can not be guessed. 
The name Oligo-Nnnk was given to them 
by Major J. C. Worth in^ton, surj^eon of 
the U. S. A. at Fort Thomas, who got it 
from a work on Indian literature. It 
means 'the place f)f cavos.' The native 
guides have, however, begun to tell 
stories of an Indian chief called Oligo- 
Nnnki whom they claimed the place is 
named after. In inoo the U. S. secret 
service oflScers tracked a gang of counter 
feiters to Carter County, where they lost 
them ill the hills. But they afterwards 
traced them to a small cave, and though 
they captured their tools and the forge, 
the counterfeiters themselvee eecaped in 
a mysterious way and wtra ne^er hoard 
of aipdn. 

"Nobody took any interest in the mat- 
ter of the cavi'H till C. B. Ryan of the C 
and O. railroad besan to want a cave for 
a rammer reeort. There was in Carter 
County a cavern known as the Foxes' 
Court House, where numeroua foxes luid 
their deni and where the country people 
for miles arouml gathered every Obrist- 
mas to have a dance. The owner of this 
plaoe,however, wanted a fabulous price for 
the caves, so Ryan, with D. A. Fletcher, 
Al. Onken and H. P. Hathaway, started 
oat to find a new cave. Fletcher suc- 
ceeded in getting into the counterfeiters' 
cave and perceiving that it extended tar 
into the hill, got his companions to join 
i|l an exploring expedition. They enter- 
ed supplied with ropes and li(H>ta and 
red fire and found the caverns wliich are 
now surprising the world. At one place 
they found a hole throni^i which they 
could only crawl, pushing their lanterns 
before them. This foramau in the solid 
rock, which has been nimed 'the fishing 
worm's race track,' extended 300 yards, 
when it turned otl at a right angle, apd 
900 yards further on suddenly opened in- 
to # great cavern where the stalactites 
and stalagmites hung in '.wild confusion 
like a mass of petrified honeycomb. 
This cavern is a hundred feet high and is 
divided in three distinct stories which 
are now reached by ladders. It is called 
the 'Corkscrew,' from the peculiar twist 
of the stalactites and stalsgmites which 
liave here come together and formed pil- 
lars. Proceeding through this new cav- 
ern the party found a streak of daylight 
and, breaking through, came to the sur- 
face at the bottom of a brush pile. A 
mrd Windilii diey traced to the surface, 
where is a mysterious ^current of air, 
cold as ii it came from a pile of ioe. Just 
within this is a spring of fresh water 
The caves are a real wonder and may be 
equal to the Mammoth cave when fully 
explored."
